Woodhull Plan Meets With 
General Satisfaction in 
Industry 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4—The plan ad-

Woodhull. a firm believer in arbitra- 
between distributor and

“An arbitrator is one who has the 
power to determine as he pleases,”” Wood 
hull says. “He is further defined as an 
authority, or one who is qualified’ to give 
an opinion. The latter requisite prompt-

“The distributor-arbiter who can set 
no other side to a controversy except 
that of the distributor should never be 
permitted by his own people to sit in 
judgment on any case By the same 
token, a prejudiced exhibitor should be 
barred Both are menaces to the fine 
principle involved.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 2—The arties ar 
providing outlet for foreign pictures, b 
they unfortunately hurt the sales of 
the pictures, according to showmen mak- 
ing a business of importing product from 
Europe. 

At the present time the arties are 
restricted in number that they alone do 
not create a field. Moreover, the averag: 
artie cannot pay more than $1,500 a wee) 
for the average foreign production, and 
the psychology of the arties hurting 
rather than helping the foreign product 
is that theater owners usually figure th 
if the arties play the pictures, it is of t 
artistic a nature for the regularly op- 
erated houses 

In this the exhibitors are wrong nine 
times out of ten, as some instances have 
proved. Some of the best pictures dur- 
ing the past two years have been intro- 
duced via the arties, and can stand up 
alongside of Hollywood product without 
any difficulty. 

Ufa, Affiliated European Producers 
Zakoro, Zovkino and others distributing 
foreign product here have a wider field 
than ever before, with an increasin 
popular appeal for pictures from abroad 
This has had a tendency to encouragi 
little theaters thruout the country to 
go into the film “artie” fleld, but 
market as yet, with rentals low, is not 
sufficient to bring big returns for the 
distributors importing the product 

Efforts are being made to educate ex- 
hibitors and the public to the patronage 
of foreign pictures, dispelling the erro- 
neous impression that they are all “art!s- 
tic”, 

Michael J  Gourland, president of

The event of the evening, 
however, was the dancing of Anita, who 
is the head of the New York School. Her 
full name is Anita Zahn. Miss Zahn 
showed not only that she was a tradi- 
tional Duncan dancer, but a freer and 
more creative one than we have seen 
hereabouts for some time. In addition 
she possessed a dynamic personality dis- 
closing considerable artistry. Her piece 
de resistance was the Etude Op. 8 No. 12, 
by Scriabin—(After Dante's Inferno, 
Canto IX). Despite the audience's in- 
sistence on an encore, which was long 
and boisterous, Anita failed to respond. 
Katherine was not so fortunate. A large 
girl, she Was more statuesque than grace- 
ful as a dancer, and relied entirely on 
pose. In the group numbers she was 
invariably out of step and slow in move- 
ment. Her gestures are too soft, and 
contrasted with Erna and Anita she 
showed absolutely no articulation nor 
aliveness in her movements. There is no 
doubt that were the spirit within 
Katherine, she could do remarkable 
things, for she is the type which has 
strength and beauty of body. Her fail- 
ing is that she lacks power of the sort 
which compels. Raymond Bauman, pian- 
ist, accompanied the dancers and played 
several solos, but his Prelude, Chorale 
and Fugue, of Cesar Franck, to the dance 
of the three girls, was badly rendered 
from a technical standpoint. This, how- 
ever, may be accounted for, because he 
seemed to be obliged to signal the 
electrician for lighting changes. He is 
a very fine musician, and his solo, Jeur 
d’eau, by Ravel, was excellent. Julian 
Kahn, cellist, played a very insecure tone 
in his solo, Larghetto, by Mozart 
1 BD 

If the seekers after the modernistic 
expression had been present Sunday eve- 
ning, January 27, at the Guild Theater, 
they would have been completely satis- 
fied with the performance of Helbda 
Huara, a Peruvian dancer, in her first 
recital. While critics of the dance waste 
words on the alleged German school, 
which is nothing but the ballet plus 
gymnastics, and in performance along 
the lines of the accepted—Helba Huara 
becomes a disciple of the ugly—the 
hideous and the weird. 

As in modern painting, or perhaps ‘n 
the modern poetry of Gertrude Stein, 
Helba Huara has created a field of her 
own. The premise is that the ugly, the 
weird and the hidcous are just as much 
a part of life as the beautiful, and so we 
witnessed a recital which gave the 
“creeps” bountifully. 

Thruout the entire program Miss 
Huara showed a strong undercurrent of 
Spanish rhythm, which is quite natural 
to her race. In the Inca dances, she was 
particularly good, combining the primi- 
tive incantation movements with the 
Spanish, which is exactly the genuine 
Inca dancing in its present state. There 
can be no doubt of the per- 
sonality of Miss Huara, nor of its power 
over an audience. She is at once a new 
thing and a shock to the Broadway 
which sooner or later will seize upon her 
for an act in a production. Miss Huara 
is a past master in the art of makeup— 
almost a Lon Chaney of the dance. Her 
costumes were colorful and of remarkable 
design. In most of her dances she used 
hcr own accompaniments, in others she 
was assisted by Gozalo More. 

A few of the ‘titles may suggest the 
ideas back of the dances were 
“Fate, Crime, Grotesque, Mediaeval, I:n- 
personations of Death” and a “Trilogy 
of Impassioned Moods”. 

She was startlingly original in concept 
and performance and it is difficult to 
undeistand how so much talent and 
artistry could have been hidden from the 
eyes of producers, even if she was but 
one of the cast in A Night in Spain

Mr. Hale's diction is of such a 
perfection as to class him in the front 
rank of those who enunciate clearly and 
he is skilled as well in the dramatic in- 
terpretation of composition. Frederick 
Bristol, at the plano, added much 
pleasure with his admirably played ac- 
companiments and rightly shared in the 
applause

Mike 
Hastings when told they would probably 
be in the rodeo this year, said: ‘Well, 
that means trouble for somebody, for 
they will sure make whoopee. Whenever 
a rider crawls on a buffalo there is going 
to be something doing, and the odds 
are in favor of the buffalo. If he gets a 
man off it is going to be just too bad. 
I know something about them ornery 
cusses. You can’t put a bit of confi- 
dence in them. You know I broke two 
of them to work at Cheyenne, Wyo., one 
time. I guess it was the only team of 
buffalo in the world.” When someone 
asked him if he actually got them broke 
to drive, he answered: “Well, yes, 1 
could drive them, but every time they 
got me in a tight place they would run 
away and turn the cart over and I would 
have to bulldog one of them to get them 
stopped, and then they would be pretty 
good for awhile.” 


TWO CARLOADS of range horses and 
a car of wild Brahma steers were pur- 
chased by Col. Jack King, of King Bros.’ 
Rodeo, on a recent visit to the ranch of 
his sister, Mrs. Brown, near Elk City, 
Okla. The animals will be shipped to 
the temporary winter quarters of the 
King outfit on the stock farm of Ross 
Borden at Mt. Victory, O. At the 
quarters a crew of cowboys is daily 
working the horses that were used by 
Colonel King last season. They are 
breaking in four-horse hitches for chuck 
wagon races which will be one of the 
features of the rodeo this year.

General King has signified his 
intention of appearing before the Society 
of Veterans of Indian Wars in Washing- 
ton, where he will present such a 
defense of Buffa!o Bill as will “silence for 
all time mendacious and malicious re- 
ports”. General King was a lieutenant 
in the Fifth Cavalry 53 years ago, when 
Buffalo Bill was the chief of scouts for 
the regiment. General King said that he 
was observation officer during the en- 
counter on the War Bonnet and that it 
was upon his orders that Buffalo Bill, 
two other scouts and five cava'rymen 
ambushed Yellow Hand, Cheyenne 
chieftain. He added that he personally 
witaessed the killing of Yellow Hand 
by Buffalo Bill. General King took espe- 
cial exception to the charges contained 
in a book written by Richard J. Wa!sh, 
bearing the title Tvie Making of Buffalo 
Pill. The author takes the stand that 
Cody was merely a guide and dispatch 
bearer and had few of che adventures 
“invented for him later by press 
agents.” Walsh also doubted = that 
Buffalo Bill killed Chief Yellow Hand. 
General King telegraphed the story of 
Chief Yellow Hand's death at the time 
to Tee New York Herald, 


THE THIRD ANNUAL Midwinter 
Rodeo, Phoenix, Ariz., under the auspices 
of the Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
opened January 25, instead of January 
24, on account of rain.

Two accidents occurred 
during the afternoon. Jack Golden, of 
Weiser, Id., fell from the steer he was 
riding and was trampled underneath the 
animal. His ankle was dislocated. He is 
at St. Joseph’s Hospital. Kenneth Ken- 
nedy, Of Pendleton, Ore., thrown from 
his mount in the pony express race, was 
carried from the field with his left leg 
fractured between the ankle and the 
knee. Muddy grounds made the bull- 
dogging event a tough one, performers 
being dragged along the slippery course 
from long distances, but it helped some 
of the calf ropers get the animals off 
their feet. Shorty Kelso, of Jemez 
Springs, N. M., the first bulldogger on 
the program, set a stiff pace for the 
other contestants, opening the event 
with a throw in 7 1-5 seconds which 
easily won first prize. Leonard Ward, 
Cedar City, Utah, was second, with a 12- 
second throw, and Lloyd Saunders, 
Tahlequah, Okla., third, with a time of 
15 3-5 seconds. None of the other per- 
formers equaled the winner in smooth- 
ness of execution, altho some had oppor- 
tunity to give the grand stand more 
thrills as they tussled with the animals. 
Jim Brister, Duncan, Ariz., fought the 
longest wrestling match with a stubborn 
animal that dragged him all over the 
tract. Their time was 1 minute and 16 
seconds. There were 17 entries in the 
bulldogging contest. Champion Bob 
Crosby, nationally known prize winner, 
played second fiddle in the calf-roping 
event as Everett Bowman, Safford, Ariz., 
trimmed the entire field of 31 con- 
testants, wrapping up his baby beef in 
18 4-5 seconds. Crosby’s time was 19 
seconds flat. Fay Adams, of Brawley, 
Calif.. and Richard Merchant, of Car!s- 
bad, N. M., tied for third place with a 
time of 19 4-5 seconds. John Bowman, 
of Trent, Tex., came dangerously near 
the money with a time of 20 4-5 seconds.
